BRITISH ADMIRALTY 
ANSWERS FOE’S GIBES 


Ship Losses Were Gross, Not Net, 


Tonnage—British Fleet Still 
Awaits Antagonists. 


LONDON |.“ Nov. 9.—The. British Ad- 
miralty, replying to the German Setre- 
tary of the Navy’s criticism of the re- 
cent speech in the House of Commons 
by Sir Eric Geddes, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, gave the following com- 
ment to The Associated Press to-night: 
lt is quite untrue that Sir Eric 
Geddes excluded the Mediterranean Sea 
when he summarized the losses in 
British mercantile tonnage. The losses 
given were those that occurred in all 
seas, and it was only in dealing with 
the number of enemy submarines that 
had heen destroyed that the First Lord 
of the British Admiralty omitted the 
Mediterranean owing to the variety of 
nationalities operating there. 

“The suggestion that Sir Eric gave 
the British losses in net tonnage. 
whereas the German calculations are in 
gross tons, is entirely false. Sir Eric's 
figures dealt with gross tonnage 


“It is untrue that his statement of 
losses of British tonnage leaves out of 
the account ships sailing on Govern- 
ment service. The only tonnage excluded 
is that of commissioned ships of the 
Royal Navy. 

“In regard to the Scandinavian con- 
voy, Sir Eric Geddes made it perfectly 
clear in his statement that since April 
of this year More than 4,500 vessels have! | 
been convoyed over this route. These 
figures, of course, do not include the 
escorting vessels or what the German 
Imperial Secretary calls the entire 
guarding fleet of patrol vessels.’ 

“The figures that Sir Eric gave are 
irrefutable, and are so satisfactory that 
it is natural the Germans have to rely 
on sophistry to attempt to disprove or 
question them.

Until times only too well within the, 
memory of most of us it was true, as it 
had been through all the innumerable 
years of war, that more sdéldiers died of 
disease than by sword or bullet. In the 
great majority of they died, too, 
of th® maladies now known as pre- 
ventable and of the sort that are now 
in great measure prevented. 

Colonel Sir of the

It has been pleasant to read that a 
distinguished American novelist 
lately paid this country a visit with the 
object of studying the war. Just now. 
there is room in England and a warm 
welcome for brainy Americans. An 
American Smuts would, indeed, be a 
very acceptable war present. The pool 
of victory ideas is still open and, in 
truth, I cannot detect that America has 
yet thrown much in. Of course, this is 
America's beginning and she may, as 
her war proceeds, do the unexpected, 
the surprising things, but it is to be 
hoped that she will not do them all 
independently; that she will occasipnally 
pass on an original idea or two to us. 

Time past, England was a country 


| where all new ideas were sure of a cold 


recéption, and the knowledge of this may 
have acted as a deterrent; ‘but the war, 
I can assure you, has changed All that. 

Our war, up to now, has depended too 
much on the German initiative. We-have 
never, except by the sbeerest accident, 
caught the enemy napping. Perhaps if 
we had stooped to some of his acts, 
afloat and ashore, we might have done 
so, but we have sprung no surprise upon 
him in honest fighting. 

It is almost indecent to ask if this 
lack of initiative is due to a sense of 
powerlessness or poverty of imagina- 
tion. Yet the question must be put. The 
cure for grumbling, we are told, is a 
visit to the front. The front serves as 
the ciyilian’s conversion. But when we 
méasure our actual progress in the whole 
area of war by men, treasure, and arms 
we do not find it in proportion. 

The rosy dawn is the advent of Amer- 
ica in the Spring; but while we are 
waiting cannot America allow us to put 
intd execution the ideas that she cannot 
use? There is no doubt that the source 
of inspiration would, at the proper 
time, de duly acknowledged. Americans 
are no longer our critics; they are 
sharers of the common honor of winning 
the war.
